Details  supplied  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  show  that  during  the  year  1959,  206  children 
under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised  against  diphtheria 
and  85  children  aged  four  to  fifteen  years  were  given  a 
"booster  dose".
